Flying Discs Again Reported 
Seen by Residents in This Area 
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Described as Light Colored, Each With Light 
Spot in Center—Some Say They Could 
Have Been Planes. 


St. Louisans, spending a balmy 
sumMer Sunday evening scanning 
the skies, saw those mysterious 
flying discs again yesterday eve- 
ning, like: residents of 38 other 
states, the District of Columbia 
and Canada, 


While spokesmen for the 
Atomic Energy Commission, and 
the United States Army, Navy 
and State Department all denied 
any knowledge of the objects, pos- 
sible explanations flooded the 
country. The British, the United 
Press reported, termed the discs 
“the American answer to the Loch 
Ness monster,” perennial “phe- 
nomenon” of the Scottish tourist 
season. 

Six objects, sailing through the 
air noiselessly in two’ groups of 
three about 7:45 o'clock last night, 
were reported seen by a number 
of St. Louisans. 

Dr. Walter H. V. Hoefer, 23 
Black Creek lane, Ladue, report- 
ed he saw six round or oval ob- 
jects flying in an apparently in- 


tegrated manner from the north- 
west to the south. They were 
so high that he rushed into his 
house-and obtained a pair of bi- 
noculars to get a better look. 

Examining them with his son 
and daughter, he reported that 
the formation “looked like a disc 
harrow.” The objects were light 
colored, he said, and each had a 
light spot in the center. He was 
unable to estimate their rate of 
speed. 

He summoned other residents 
of Black Creek lane to peer at 
the objects. Some of his neigh- 
bors, he reported, thought they 
were airplanes. 

Mr. ang Mrs. Warren Flynn, 9 
Black Creek lane, got outside too 
late to see the objects, but they 
saw something else—a kite-like ob- 
ject which bobbed up and down in 
approximately the same position 
for about three-quarters of an 
hour. It didn’t act like a kite, 
however, and Flynn said it didn’t

ports indicate as its status today,” 
the Senate was told. 

Motorists and vacationists who 
plan to climb into an automobile 
and drive down to Panama or on 
into South America received some 
negative advice from Senator Fer- 
guson (Rep.), Michigan, who pre- 
sented the report for the commit- 
tee. 

“The “acts are that there are 
long stretches where there is no 
road at all,” he reported. “Many 
of the existing sections of the 
highway are of the type we would 
have called a fair country road 
20 years ago. Others are simply 
mountain trails.” 

Ferguson recalled his personal 
survey of the highway project by 
means of automobiles and jeeps 
and airplanes (where there is no 
road) 

Adverse Conditions on Roads. 

“A driver on these roads is con- 
tinually overtaking or meeting 
droves of cattle, chickens or swine 
or slow-moving oxcarts,” the re- 
port stated. “Outside of the princi- 
pal cities, one rarely sees a service 
station for gasoline or repairs. 
What we considered the ordinary 
adjuncts of a through highway in 
this country are practically non- 
existent except in isolated sec- 
tions.” 

Among a dozen conclusions crit- 
ical of various federal agencies 
and officials, the committee rec- 
ommended establishment of an 
“Inter-American highway commis- 
sion or authority to be established 
by a multilateral treaty between 
the interested governments.” 

It said this commission or au- 
thority “should have power to in- 
gure the maintenance and use of 
the highway. when completed, as 
an international artery of com- 
merce and as an instrument of 
hemispheric defense.” 

The committee inquiry dealt with 
only a part of the so-called Pan- 
American highway which has been 
planned for years to connect South 
American countries with the Unit- 
ed States and Canada. This part 
is the “Inter-American Highway” 
between Laredo, Tex., on the Mex-' 
fcan-American border and _ the 
Panama Canal. It passes through 
Mexico and six Central-American 
nations: Guatemala, El Salvador, 
Honduras, Nicaragua, Costa Rica 
and Panama. 

Parts of this 3250-mile Inter- 
American route were completed 
before the recent war, but in 1942 
Congress approved a project to 
complete more than 900 miles “to 
close gaps and improve inferior 
existing roads.” 

It was this project that drew 
the fire of the Senate probe, in- 
cluding the following criticisms: 

1. The War Department should 
mot have undertaken construction 
“as a war project” because $36,- 
000,000 was added to the cost of 
the- war “without contributing to 

the defense of the United States.” 
' 2. The project was “conceived 
hastily” and “founded upon an 
absence of sound planning and 
reasoning.” 

3. Army engineers were “un- 
businesslike” and inefficient with 
the result that “only 347 miles of 
road were completed at an ex- 
penditure of $36,000,000, although 
it had been estimated that 905 
miles of road could be completed 
for $14,500,000.” 

4. Profits of some contractors 
Were excessive. 

5. The State Department and 
Public Road Administration failed 
to obtain agreements for the best 
route and the route “in some sec- 
tions is unnecessarily circuitous.” 

6. In Nicaragua the highway “is 
routed to pass by property ofvned 
by the former President” with a 
detour of 42 miles. added to the 
highway length.

‘Doctrine of Internal and External 
Peace’ Is Proposed by Argentina 


American Nations Urged to Act Jointly With 


Vatican in Adhering to Pacifistic Princi- 


ples—Peron 


Pledges Aid.

BUENOS AIRES, July 7 (AP)— 
Argentina proposed to the West- 
ern Hemisphere nations and the 
Vatican today a “doctrine of in- 
ternal and external peace” based 
on President Juan Peron’s broad- 
cast yesterday pledging resources 
of the Argentine to war-torn coun- 
tries. 

The proposal, made in a letter 
by Foreign Minister Juan Bramu- 
glia to foreign ministers of 
American nations and the Vatican 
secretariat of state, exhorted re- 
publics of the hemisphere to “of- 
fer necessary co-operation so de- 
sires of the people of the world 
can be satisfied.” 


The letter propounded the “doc- 
trine of external peace” as a plan 
to urge all nations that only 
through peace can human happi- 
ness be attained; that tranquility 
is based on respect for human 
rights; and that juridieal equal- 
ity, obligatory arbitration and 
economic ‘co-operation are ideals 
for permanent peace. 

American nations were urged to 
act jointly with the Holy See in 
adhering to pacifistic principles. 

Peron in his speech broadcast 
throughout the world yesterday 
declared that international peace 
could be established only after in- 
ternal peace was secured in the 
war-torn countries of the world. 


Calling upon all peace-loving 
men, women and children to or- 


ganize pacifist societies, he assert- : 


ed that governments should fake 
action in political, economic and 


social fields to eradicate “capital- 
istic or totalitarian extremes.” 

At the same time, he stressed 
¢hat “the world conscience must 
place man above systems and 
ideologies” and asserted that 
“human confusion is based on mis- 
understanding.” 

The world needs, he added, “a 
conviction that war is not a solu- 
tion because misery and despair 
will afflict all equally.” 

Speaking as President of one of 
the greatest food producing na- 
tions, Peron said his administra- 
tion was “trying to put an end to 
the anxiety of the destitute.” 


The Argentine Government ar: 
ranged for the speech to be broad- 
cast by 1165 radio _ stations 
throughout the world and instruc- 
ted all Argentine, diplomats to 
listen. The speech was translat- 
ed and broadcast in four other 
languages in addition to Spanish. 
‘Lbere were versions in Portugese, 
French, Italian and two in Eng- 
lish—one read by a speaker with 
a British accent and the other by 
a speaker with an American ac 
cent. 

Livery radio station in Argen- 
tina broadcast the President’s 
words twice yesterday. Teachers 
were instructed to discuss the 
speech in classrooms: and students 
‘of the fourth, fith and _ sixth 
grades in all Argentine schools 
were directed to write composi- 
tions about it. 

Peron said Argentina was “fully 
aware of the needs of the woiid; 
we must substitute plenty for 
misery without falling into the er-

Building of a new St. Louis 
county courthouse is exempt from 
building controls under the new 
rent control law, Presiding Judge 
Luman F. Matthews of the County 
Court was informed today in a 
telegram from Representative 
Walter C. Ploeser of St. Louis.

Residents Return to 
Dupo, IIl., but Mayor 
Warns Town Is Not 
Out of Danger—High- 
way 40 Opened. 


The Mississippi river fell to the 
38-foot mark at the levee today 
as the crest of its last flood moved 
toward. Cairo, Ill. Meterologist 
Harry F. Wahlgren predicted fair 
weather for today and tomorrow, 
and said the flood waters should 
drop 2% feet in the next 48 hours. 


Col. R- E. Smyser, St. Louis Dis- 
trict Engineer, pointed out that 
even though falling, the river is 
still at stages “which in other 
years would have been classed as 
a major disaster.” 

“It will be some time before we 
ean make plans for adequate re- 
pair of damaged levees,” he said. 
“Meanwhile, although they will 
not be topped, they will require 
ceaseless patrolling day and 


night.” 

The rate of fall of the Missis- 
sippi, still & feet above flood 
atage at St. Louis, has been ac- 
celerating daily since the peak of 
40.3 feet was reached here Wed- 
nesday. The Missouri river, also 
falling rapidly, receded 9-10ths of 
a foot to the 32.6 mark at St. 
Charlies today, 7.6 feet above 
flood stage. The Meramec, which 
floods at 14 feet at Valley Park, 
dropped 7-10ths of a foot to the 
14.1-foot mark at that point. 

More Chlorine in Water. 

Water Commissioner Thomas J. 
Skinker said the amount of chlo- 
rine put into the water passing 
from the Chain of Rocks intake 
to the Bissell's Point pumping sta- 
tion of the city’s water works had 
been doubled during the last few 
days to counteract any possible 

contamination. 

The gravity feed conduit through 
which this water is transferred 
from Chain of Rocks to Bissell’s 
Point lies below land which has 
been flooded by the Mississippi, 
he pointed out, and there is some 
danger of river water seeping into 
it. A steel high-pressure line will 
be installed between the two sta- 
tions as soon as steel is available, 
Skinker said. Water from the 
Bissell's Point station is pumped 
to the downtown area. 

East Side Levee Watched. 

Engineers continued to watch 
East Side levee protecting the 
business districts of Madison, Ven- 
ice and Granite City and the Ter- 
minal’ Railroad dike which has 
kept the flood waters out of Dupo, 
six miles south of East St. Louis. 

Residents of Dupo who moved 
out last week when two levees 
protecting the town gave way, re- 
turned to their homes yesterday 
although Mayor Delmar E. Valine 
said the danger would not be over 
until the water has subsided to 
the 36-foot level. 

Grand Tower, Ill., about 75 miles 
south of St. Louis, was still sur- 
rounded by the flood and the 600 
residents who remained there de- 
pended on the Coast Guard cutter 
Wake Robin to bring in food and 
supplies. Mayor Jesse Grammer 
gaid the river at Grand Tower 
was falling and the town which 
is two-thirds flooded, should be 
dry within two weeks. 

Workers continued to patrol the 
Perry County (Mo.) dikes north 
of Cape Girardeau. Engineers said 
Clear Creek levee on the Illinois 
gide remained critical but not dan- 
gerous. 

Highway 40 Opened. 

The State Highway Department 
reported that Highway 40 from St. 
Louis to Kansas City was opened 
at noon today. Other Missouri 
highways already opened include

In Illinois, Pere Marquette State 
Park Lodge, closed for more than 
a week, reopened today. The 
lodge, however, can only. be 
reached from the north by way of 
State Route 100. Motorists who 
| ‘wish to go to the lodge were ad- 
| wised to take U.S. 67 from Alton 
to Jerseyville then follow State 
Route 16 west to the junction of 
Route 100. Motorists traveling 
gouth from East St. Louis in Ili- 
nois were advised to use State 
Route 13 which goes through 
Belleville rather than Route 3 
which goes through Dupo. 

The Mississippi crested at 41.9 
feet, at Cape Girardeau for more 
than 24 hours before dropping 
1-10th foot this morning. Flood 
gtage at Cape Girardeau is 32 feet. 

The crest was expected to reach 
Cairo, at the mouth of the Ohio 
' river by tonight. Wahlgren pre- 
dicted a high water mark at that 
point of more than four feet above 
the 40-foot flood stage, But pointed 
out that a huge levee protects the 
city from floods which crest at 
less than 60 feet.

CHICAGO, July 7 (AP)—More 
than 500 persons died as the re- 
sult of highway traffic and other 
mishaps during the nation’s three- 
day weekend observance of Inde- 
pendence day. 

From 6 p.m. Thursday until Sun- 
day midnight 255 deaths were re- 
ported in automobile accidents, 
163 by drowning, five in fireworks 
explosions, and 109 from miscella- 
neous causes, a total of 532. 
California listed the highest 
number of fatalities with 38, New 
York reported 37 and Pennsyl- 
vania 36. 

The traffic toll was under the 
total of 275 expected by the Na- 
tional Safety Council, but it was 
higher than for the same period 
last year: when 241 deaths were 
reported: The worst record was 
in 1941 when 628 persons were 
killed during the July 4 celebra- 
tion.

With the resolution ‘by Mis- 
souri’s Senator Kem (Rep.), still 
blocked in a subcommittee after 
it met this morning, the subcom- 
mittee chairman, Senator Fergu- 
son (Rep.), Mich., said he would 
seek action by ihe full committee 
Wednesday. 

By that. time, Ferguson said, 
hoped the subcommittee would 
able to agree on a report. Just 
now it has three reports—one by 
each member. 

Other Reports. 

Senator McCarran (Dem.), Ne- 
vada, -has prepared what it had 
been assumed would be a minority 
report of the subcommittee, but 
Senator Langer (Rep-), North 
Dakota, also has a report. Fer- 
guson’s report as subcommittee 
chairman has been in draft form 
for several weeks but he has so 
far been unable to ‘get Langer 
to accept it. 

“We didn’t arrive at a verdict,” 
Ferguson told reporters as he 
emerged today after an hour long 
meeting of the subcommittee in 
his office. 

It was then he added that if the 
subcommittee was unable to agree 
by Wednesday he would seek to 
turn the whole matter back to the 
full committee, 

Reports of Enlarging Group. 

There have been published re- 
ports in Washington, speculating 
on the possibility that the dead- 
lock might be broken by naming 
additional members to the sub- 
committee, but Ferguson said to- 
day all he knew of that was what 
he had read in the newspapers. 

Others pointed out that while 
this expedient might enable the 
subcommittee to act, it would not 
assure favorable action by the full 
committee.on Kem’s resolution. 

Assuming that the vote in the 
full committee, would be along 
party lines, Langer’s vote would 
be decisive there, as in the sub- 
committee. Membership of the 
full committee is seven Repub- 
licans and six Democrats. 

Each passing day makes it less 
likely that any action will be 
taken by the Senate, because of 
its crowded calendar. The Sen- 
ate tentatively has decided to ad- 
journ July 26... Even if the full 
committee should now decide 
promptly to act, a few Senators 
by delaying tactics on the floor 
might be able to prevent the Sen- 
ate from considering the commit- 
tee recommendation.

Gurney Says Present Sys- 
tem Is ‘Horribly Uneco- 
nomical’_Urges Quick 
Approval. 


WASHINGTON, July 7 (AP)— 
Senator Gurney (Rep.), South Da- 
kota, today forecast “astonishingly 
large” savings through unification 
of the Army, Navy and air forces. 

Opening Senate debate on a 
compromise bill to merge the 
armed services, the chairman of 
the Senate Armed Services com- 
mittee said critics of the plan 
continually ask, “How much in 
dollars and cents will be saved 
each year by unification?” 

“Personally, I think the savings 
will be astonishingly large because 
—if for.no other reasons, if you 
please—our present system is s0 
horribly uneconomical,” he said. 

Urges Speedy Approval. 

Urging speedy congressional ap- 
proval, Gurney said that in an 
era of “supersonic planes and 
guided missiles with atomic war- 
heads” an over-all defense plan 
should not be delayed, e 

“It is not being an ge a to 
point out that in the event of 
another global war hostilities will 
be initiated without prior warn- 
ing, and by an attack as complete 
and devastating as lies within the 
capabilities of the nation which 
launches it,” he said. 

Gurney earlier told a reporter 
he is confident the Senate will 
approve the ‘bill, which would 
place the services under a single 
Cabinet officer. 

Senator Robertson (Rep.), Wyo- 
ming, only Armed Services Com- 
mittee member who did not vote 
for the bill, planned a last-ditch 
fight on the floor. 

Robertson, a member of the Na- 
val Committee which underwent 
its own merger last session, had 
nearly 12 amendments ready to 
offer. In addition, he has intro- 
duced his own substitute plan, 
which he says stresses “co-ordina- 
tion and co-operation rather than 
merger.” 

Charges Pressure. 

When the White House unifica- 
tion appeals first reached Con- 
gress last year, top Navy Depart- 
ment civilians and admirals were 
lined up solidly against the plan. 
Since then, under presidential or- 
ders to compromise, most of them 
have swung behind the pending 
bill. Robertson said this resulted 
frem “pressure.” 

Republican leaders have the uni- 
fication measure near the top of 
their “must” list for approval this 
month. A House committee still 
is considering a companion meas- 
ure, but House leaders say they 
will be ready to act if the measure 
clears the Senate. 

The legislation would establish 
a “national security organization” 
headed by a Secretary of National 
Security, who would be the sole 
Cabinet representative of the mili- 
tary and naval services. 

Under him would be depart- 
ments of the Army (instead of 
War), Navy and Air Forces with 
their own secretaries. This would 
raise the Air Forces to co-equal

UNIONS WILL LEARN 
TO WORK WITHOUT 


PACT, JOURNAL SAYS 


WASHINGTON, July 7 (UP)— 
The Machinists Journal, published 
by the International Association 
of Machinists, predicted today 
that unions would “learn to work 
without contracts” to escape pen- 
alties under the new Taft-Hart- 
ley labor law. 

It predicted in an editorial that 
“employers will sicken of the con- 
stant supervision of Government 
under this act long before labor 
squeals.” 

“The law still permits a work- 
er to quit his job,” the journal 
said. “Men will learn to do so 
effectively. 

“The law seems to make much 
litigation where contracts exist; 
so men will learn how to work 
without contracts on terms which 
they have agreed upon among 
themselves. This is not collective 
bargaining, but the bargaining is 
not necessary if there is only one 
price, 

“It so happens that a man’s 
labor is his natural monopoly to 
sell at his price or withhold re- 
gardless of price.” : 

While the union criticized it, 
the new statute was defended as 
“generally fair, sound and long 
overdue” by House Republican 
Leader Charles A. Halleck, In- 
diana. The changes it makes in 
federal laws, he said, are “for 
the benefit of collective bargain- 
ing” and were demanded by the 
“overwhelming majority of our 
citizens.”

“The thoney has thus been ap- 
propriated for patchwork,” Taylor 
told a reporter, “while the money 
for the project that would solve 
the problem for_all time has been 
trimmed to the »oint where con- 
struction cannot be started.” 

Working at “Cross Purposes.” 

He said the same “futile policy” 
has been followed in the Missouri 
basin, and declared: 

“It is another case of the Army 
engineers and the Bureau of Rec- 
lamation working at cross pur- 
poses.” 

A couple of years ago, when 
both the Reclamation Bureau and 
the engineers submitted over-all 
plans to Congress for the Missouri 
basin, Senators O'Mahoney (Dem.), 
Wyoming, and Millikin (Rep.), 
Colorado, worked out an amend- 
ment to the reclamation law un- 
der which any water control pro}- 
ect must have approval of both 
agencies, the governors of all af- 
fected states and any other inter- 
ested department or agency. 

Millikin, who declined to discuss 
basin authorities, told a reporter 
that the plan not onl~ is workable 
but also is providing complete co- 
ordination .f the construction 
plans of the two agencies dealing 
with river problems. 

_ Both Murray and Taylor say 
they believe, however, that the au- 
thority plan would be more effec- 
tive. Murray recently said in an 
interview that the present flood 
gituation in the Missouri valley 
“demonstrates the futility of the 
present system of trying to han- 
die the problem.” Taylor added: 

“A valley authority, by integrat- 
ing both flood control and recla- 
mation work, would be the real so- 
lution.”

established quotas. Congressional 
assistance in the form of new leg- 
islation is needed. I urge the 
Congress to turn its attention to 
this world problem, in an effort 
to find ways whereby we can ful- 
fill our responsibilities to these 
thousands of homeless and suf- 
fering refugees of all faiths.” 

Il express appreciation to the 
Congress for the attention already 
being given to this problem, an 
appreciation which appears to be 
generously shared by the public 
with increasing understanding of 
the facts and of our responsibili- 
ties, 

An Emergency Problem. 

Because of the urgency of this 
subject I should like again to call 
——— to some of its funda- 
ment@ aspects. We are dealing 
here solely with an emergency 
problem growing out of the war 
-——the disposition of a specific 
group of individuals, victims of 
war, who have come into the 
hands of our own and the other 
western Allied armies of occupa- 


munist-controlled areas. In addi- 
tion, they were our individual al- 
lies if the war. 

In the light of the vast num- 
bers of people of all countries 
that we have usefully assimilated 
into our national life, it is clear 
that we could readily absorb the 
relatively small number of these 
displaced persons who would be 
\admitted. -We should not forget 
that our nation was founded by 
immigrants many of whom fled 
oppression and persecution. We 
have thrived on the energy and 
diversity of many peoples. It is 
a source of our strength that we 
number among our people all the 
major religious, races and national 
origins. 

Have Roots in U. 8. 

Most of the individuals in the 
displaced persons centers already 
have strong roots in this country 
—by kindship, religion or national 
origin. Their occupational back- 
ground clearly indicates that they 
can quickly become useful mem- 
bers of our American communi- 
ties. Their kinsmen, already in 
the Unitec States, have been vital 
factors in farm and workshop for 
generations. They have made 
lasting contributions to our arts 
and sciences and political life. 
They have been numbered among 


our honored ead on every battle- 
field of war. 

We are dealing with a human 
problem, a world tragedy. Let us 
remember that ther. are fellow 
human beings now living under 
conditions which frustrate hope; 
which make it impossible for them 
to take any steps, unaided, to build 
for themselves or their children 
the foundations of a new life. 
They live in corroding uncertainty 
of their future. Their fate is in 
our hands and must now be de- 
cided, Let us join in giving them 
a chance at decent and self-sup- 
porting livés. 

I urge the Congress to press for- 
ward with its consideration of this 
subject and to pass suitable legis- 
lation as speedily as possible.

Survivors were taken under the 
care of the western Allied armies, 
as these armies liberated them 
during the conquest of the enemy.

7,000,000 of these people. But 
there still remain, in the western 
zones of Germany and Austria and 
in Italy, close to.a million sur- 
yivors who are unwilling by reason 
of political opinion and fear of 
persecution to return to the areas 
where they once had homes, The 
great majority come from _ the 
northern Baltic areas, Poland, and 
the Russian Ukraine and Yugo- 
slavia, 

The new International Refugee 
Organization, supported by the 
contributions of this and other 
countries, will aid in the care and 
resettlement of these displaced 
persons. But, as I have pointed 
out before, the International Ref- 
ugee Organization is only a serv- 
ice organization. It cannot im- 
pose its will on member countries. 
Continuance of this organization 
and our financial support of its 
work will be required as long as 
the problem of these homeless 
people remains unsolved. 

Jan’t Settle in Germany. 

It is unthinkable that

them out in Germany into the 
community of the very people who 
persecuted them, Moreover, the 
German economy, so devastated 
by war and so badly overcrowded 
with the return of people of Ger- 


man origin from neighboring coun- 
tries, is approaching an economic 
suffocation which in itself is one 
of our major problems. Turning 
these displaced persons into such 
chaos would be disastrous for them 
and would seriously aggravate our 
problems there. 

This Government has been firm 
in resisting any proposal to send 
these people back to their former 
homes by force, where it is evi- 
dent that their unwillingness to 
return is based upon political con- 
siderations or fear of persecution. 
In this policy I am confident I 
have your support, 

These victims of war and op- 
pression look hopefully to the 
democratic countries to help them 
rebuild their lives and provide for 
the future of their children. We 
must not destroy their hope. The 
only civilized course is to enable 
these people to take new roots in 
friendly _ soil. Already certain 
countries of western Europe and 
Latin America have opened their 
doors to substantial numbers of 
these displaced persons. Plans 
for making homes for more of 
them in other countries are under 
consideration. But our plain duty 
required that we join with other 
es in solving this tragic prob- 
em. 

We ourselves should admit a 
substantial number as immigrants. 
We have not yet been able to do 


this because our present statutory 
quotas applicable to the eastern 
European areas from which most 
of these people come are wholly 
inadequate for this purpose. Spe- 
cial legislation limited to this par- 
ticular emergency will therefore 
be necessary if we are to share 
with other nations in this enter- 
prise of offering an opportunity 
for;a new life to these people. 
Not a Policy Revision. 
I wish to emphasize that there 


is no proposal for a general revi-/ 


sion of our immigration policy as 
now enunciated in our immigra- 
tion statutes, There is no pro- 
posal to waive or lower _ otrr 
present prescribed standards for 
testing the fitness for admission 
of every immigrant, including 
these displaced persons. ‘Those 
permitted to enter would still have 
to meet the admission require- 
ments of our existing immigra- 
tion laws. These laws provide 
adequate guarantees against the 
entry of those who are criminals 
or subversives, those likely to 
become public charges, and those 
who are otherwise undesirable. 
These displaced persons are 
hardy and resourceful or they 
would not have survived. A sur- 
vey of the occupational back- 
grounds of those in our assembly 
centers shows a wide variety of 
professions, crafts and_ skills. 
These are people whbd oppose to- 
talitarian rule, and who because 
of their burning faith in the prin- 
ciples of freedom and democracy 
have. suffered unto]d privation 
and hardship. Because they are

knowledge or talent to perform. 

5. “You and the board of the 


are engaged in a concerted effort 
to hold back the technological im- 
provements in radio and in tele- 
vision. 

6. “Your federation has _ inter- 
fered with and restricted the in- 
alienable right of the people of 
the United States to enjoy freedom 
of religion and education. Numer- 
ous complaints have been made to 
the effect that by virtue of the 
monopoly which your federation 
exercises over the radio and re- 
cording companies of the United 
States, amateur musicians are de- 
nied the right to perform; 
churches must ‘pay stand-by fees 
for organists; orchestras, bands 
and .choruses in many schools 
have been denied the right to 
broadcast, and the service bands 
of the United States have been 
denied the right to make records.”

One was passage of the Taft- 
Hartley law, which relieves em- 
ployers of any obligation to bar- 
gain with foremen’s unions, Last 
week the company withdrew its 
recognition of the foremen’s un- 
ioh, saying in a letter that the 
firm had concluded that “man- 
agement unions are unsound in 
principle and unworkable in prac- 
tice.” 

The other was failure to get 
supporting action from the -CIO 
United Auto Workers. Several 
weeks after the walkout the FAA 
asked the UAW to authorize its 
85:000 members on production 
lines at the three plants to refuse 
to cross the foremen’s picket lines. 
The auto workers’ executive board 
then sought to intervene as media- 
tor in the strike. When the ¢com- 
pany rejected the offer the UAW 
board promised a decision next 
Wednesday on the FAA request. 

Prior to the strike, both the 
union and the company had can- 
celed the old contract, the first 
FAA pact to be signed in the 
automobile industry. The com- 
pany said the agreement had 
failed and the FAA charged that 
Ford had sought to upgrade fore- 
men to make them ineligible for 
membership in the union.

Finland to Decline. 

Yugoslavia and Albania were 
expected to follow the Soviet lead 
and reject invitations. Advices 
from Helsinkt said the Finnish 
Cabinet had decided to decline 
“for political and geographical 
reasons.” Romania, Hungary and 
Bulgaria probably will do like- 
wise. 

Sweden, Norway and Denmark 
were expected to accept the invi- 
tation in a common action at 
Copenhagen Wednesday. They 
probably will state in their ac- 
ceptance that they were not tak- 
ing sides between Russia and the 
western powers. Sweden and Nor- 
way traditionally face west but 
try to steer a neutral course be- 
cause of their nearness to Russia. 

Russian Charge. 

In Geneva, where 18 delegations 
to the U.N. Economic Commission 
for Europe convened today, Valer- 
ian Zorin of the Soviet Union 
charged that Britain and France 
had agreed on implementation of 
the Marshall plan behind Russia’s 
back, 

Zorin said the Paris conference 
broke up when Russia refused to 
go along and that “it was simply 
proposéd to agree to what they 
had planned beforehand.” 

Russia sought to block commis- 
| Sion discussions of economic rela- 
| tions with Germany. The question 
i was raised by Belgium. After 
‘heated debate it was agreed to 
allow Belgium to present its views 
on economic relations with Ger- 
many on Thursday. 

The Soviet publicity machine 
continued to turn out attacks on 
the British-French action. A Prav- 
da editorial said France and Brit- 
ain -deliberately disrupted the 
Paris meeting with Foreign Min- 
ister V. M, Molotov last week “to 
give themselves free rein for fur- 
ther action.” 

In Paris, Premier Paul Rama- 
dier won a scanty but sufficient 
victory over left-wing opponents 
within his own party today in a 
2576-to-2058 indorsement by the 
Socialist national convention of 
his “shift to the right.” . 

The confidence vote authorized 
him to continue governing with- 
out Communists in his cabinet 
and to support vigorously the 
‘Marshall program despite Russia’s 
non-co-operation. It approved his 
decrease in government econemic 
controls. : | 

Ramadier defended the Mar- 
shall plan last night against left- 
wing attacks. “It does not en- 
danger the independence of. na- 
tions joining it,” he said. “It per- 
mits us to reconstruct in a peace- 
ful atmosphere and will constant- 
ly support our own production.”

- Opposition to Universal Military 
Training Voiced by 20U.S. Leaders 


——e. of Pro-Armament Group Headed 
by Roberts Answered by Group Including 
Hutchins, Patton and Churchmen.

WASHINGTON, July 7—A 
group of 20 prominent persons 
was on record today as opposing 
universal military training and 
most of the recommendations 
made in the recent report of the 
President’s Advisory Commission 
on universal training. 

In a 28-page printed statement 
issued through the Washington 
office of the National Council 
Against Conscription the group 
stated the commission report rep- 
resents an argument for “uni- 
Jaterul, nationalistic preparation 
for war.” 

The Council Against Conscrip- 
tion presented its cause Saturday 
belore the House Armed Services 
Cummittee, which is holding hear- 
ing: to obtain pro and con argu- 
ments on universal training. 

Rabbi Isserman Among Signers. 

Included amorig the signers of 
the statement were Rabbi Ferdi- 
mand Isserman of St. Louis; Sena- 
tor Edwin C. Johnson (Dem.), 
Colorado; Josephus Daniels, Secre- 
_tary of the Navy in the first 
World War and publisher of the 
Raleigh «(N. C.) News <1d Ob- 
server; Chancellor Robert M 
Hutchins of the University of Chi- 
eago; James G. Patton, president 
of the National Farmers Union; 
Dorothy Maynor, concert singer, 
and Emily Greene Balch, Nobel 
price economist. 

Also indorsing the statement 
ment were the Rev, Allan P. Far- 
rell, S. J., acting editor of the 
Magazine -America and the Rev. 
William J. Millor, 8. J., president 
of the University of Detroit, an. 
other prominent Jesuit, the Very 
IF . Edmund A. Walsh, regent of 
the Georgetown University For- 
eign Service School and a mem- 
ber of the President's commission, 
has vigorously supported univer- 
sal training. 

Of Same Caliber as Other Group. 

Members of the group of 20 are 
gt much the same caliber as the 
120 persons who joined the Citi- 
zens’ Emergency Committee for 
Universal Training, formed within 
the last two weeks under the 
chairmanship of Owen J. Roberts, 
former Associate Justice of the 
United States Supreme Court. 

Roberts has termed the 450-page 
report of President Truman's Com- 
mission a “remarkable” document, 
it was compiled by a nine-member 
commission, headed by Dr. Karl T. 
Compton, president of the Massa- 
chusetts Institute of Technology, 
and made public May 29. 

The group of 20 attempted a 
point-by-point criticism of this re- 
port, stating that “if it is accepted 
and drafted into law it would 
drastically change the character 
of our democracy and virtually 
destroy the chances of preventing 
a third world war.” 

The statement continued: 


problems of desperate hunger, 
transportation, soil erosion and in- 
adequate agricultural machinery. 

5. The commission itself suggest- 
ed an important alternative to its 
program when it said “to the ex- 
tent that our own democracy func- 
tions well, we may proceed with 
high hope that freedom will not 
vanish from the rest of the world 
but on the contrary will gain 
strength.” 

Way to Avert Fifth Column. 

6. Aid to education, improve- 
ment and extension of public 
health facilities and the general 
lifting of the standard of living 
of the lower economic classes will 
do more than any military pro- 
gram to prevent the growth of 
Fifth Column groups. 

7. Until the United States and 
other nations accept world organ- 
ization and disarmament as a 60- 
lution to war, the volunteer as 
cpposed to the compulsory sys- 
tem is in reality the only work- 
able system. 

The group stated that “univer- 
sal military training is an out- 
moded form of military prepara- 
tion in the atomic age and gives 
a nation the feeling of power 
without the reality of power.” 

It declared that “the commis- 
sior’s argu.aent that weakness 
causes war anc the United States 
must be in a position to ‘lead from 
strength’ constitutes a trite and 
unbelievably’ childish oversimpli- 
fication of history. 

Lesson of History. 

“In actual history the great 
heavily-armed nations have one 
after another monotonously gone 
down the road to destruction be- 
cause they exhausted their eco- 
nomic resources and their man- 
power by the self-imposed burdens 
of ever mounting armaments and 
were caught in a cycle of wars 
with neighbors equally infatuated 
with the idea that if they piled 
up armaments so that they could 
always Tead from. strength, no 
harm could possibly come to 
them.” 

The outcome of such a program, 
the statement went on, “at this 
stage in human history, when the 
wea»ons of warfare are atomic 
and biological, is bound to bea 
titanic showdown conflict between 
the United States and Russia, for 
no one in his sense can long en- 
tertain the idea that Russia will 
not also take to heart, if the 
United States does, the commis- 
sion’s counsel to lead from 
strength and at every cost to 
avoid weakness. 

In addition to criticizing the 
presidential commission recom- 
mendations for universal train- 
ing, the group attacked in whole 
or in part other suggestions for 
security made by the commission. 
These included a co-ordinated in- 


scientific research and develop- 

ment, industrial mobilization and 

stockpiling and unification of the Mon,, July 7, 1947 H1A 
armed forces. .

“The commission draws from |

ically enunciated, that the United 
States must begin immediately to- 
tal preparation for atomic war, It 
then proceeds to attempt to make 
its proposal palatable by arguing 
that this unilateral, nationalistic 
preparation for war is actually 
sound internationalism, the only 
practical way to avert war and to 
make the United Nations effec- 
tive. 

“All this represents such a radi- 
cal departure in American policy 
and involves such tremendous con- 
sequences for the United States 
and the entire world that the 
commission's report should have 
very critical examination by the 
American people.” 

Alternative Program. 

The group made a number of 
Suggestions and set up the seven 
principal ones. as an alternative 
program. These follow: 

1. There should be frank recog- 
nition and implementation of the 
truth in the commission’s own 
statement that “the only real se- 
curity for ~ country or for any 
eountry lies in the abolition of 
war.” 

2. There should be a@ program 
for universal disarmament. 

3. The United Nations itself, in- 
eluding the World Court, should 


ee eee 


be strengthened as the agency’ 


through which all disputes should 
be channeled for decision. 

4. Instead of munitions and mili- 
tary training to keep others from 
wantin gto fight us in order to 
get food and other necessities, 
we should embark on a huge relief 
and reconstruction program de- 
signed to help people everywhere, 
tncluding Russia, to solve the

L and bright dreams for tomorr 
pressing and bewildering. 


The only clear. thing anyhere 
from Dan, in the shadow of snow- 
capped Mount Hermon, to Beer- 
sheba, in the drouth-stricken Ne- 
gev desert, seems to be the sun. 

Political factions battle internal- 
ly over the simplest shades of pol- 
icy. Religious groups carry out 
proprietary claims to holy places 
to ridiculous lengths. Even the 
.terrorists differ radically about 
the way to drive out the British. 

This, the Holy Land of three 
great monotheistic religions, 
knows no’ peace. Even the most 
wishful dreamers here wonder if 
it ever can Lave real peace. 


Arabs, Jews Both Firm. 


Three weeks of travel into ev- 
ery section of Palestine, from the 
Mediterranean to Trans-Jordan 
and from the Syrian frontier to 
Negev in the gouth, convince this 
correspondent that the United Na- 
tions’ solution for Palesti' e must 
be backed by force. 

It is difficult to see how, for in- 
stance, the hot-tempered emo- 
tional Arabs will ever submit to 
any plan which seems to infringe 
in the slightest way on their pride 
and their political majority. _ 

It is equally difficult to see the 
Zionists in retreat except for tem- 
porary bargaining reasons. Even 
if the Zionists should accept a 
United Nations plan for partition, 
it would be only with fingers 
erossed. The goal always before 
the Zionists is a Jewish state in 
Palestine with later inclusion of 
Trans-Jordan. 

I return from this exploration 
of the Holy Land with two crys- 
talized viewpoints: 

1. The sheer vitality and exub- 
erance of the Jewish colonizers 
represents an extraordinary 
surge of power and patriotism 
which cannot be restrained 
without bloodshed. 

2. The Arabs, whipped into 
line by a vicious feudal over- 
lordship, will continue for a 
long time to be the pawns in 
the growing political ambitions 
centering about the Middle 
East. 


Won't Be Left Alone. 

It may be true, as Jewish 
Agency officials tell the United 
Nations Special Committee on 
Palestine,, that Jews and Arabs 
can get along perfectly well if let 
alone. The point is that they will 
not be left alone... The Middle 
East today is more than merely 
the scene of a gonflict between 
the sons of Isaac/and the sons of 
Ishmael. f 

Like it or not, the United States 
is directly involved-in the Medi- 
terranean under the Truman doc- 
trine. Attempt to postpone ac- 
eceptance of responsibility in Pales- 
tine by refusing to state a Pales- 
tine policy until the U.N. General 
Assembly meets in September does 
not alter that. 

It serves no purpose to deny 
that Russia and the western pow- 
ers are contenders for the upper 
hand in the Middle East. 

Thus far, Soviet policy prefers 
to lie low and watch how the 
situation develops in Palestine. 
Through its local mouthpiece in 
the tiny but active cell of Arab 
Communists, the Kremlin keeps 
informed and ready. 


Arab Communists talk grandly 
about democracy for. the fellahin 
on the donkey, but what they 
really seek is to drive out the 
British and prevent the Americans 
from filling the vacuum created 
by the British withdrawal. 

A Confusing Picture. 

It is a violently complex and 
eonfusing picture, which is all the 
more reason why the United States 
must pay the closest attention to 
every highlight and every delicate 
shading of conflict here. Sooner 
or later, the Americans will be 
called on to implement thefr 
Mediterranean position. It is no 
longer possible to call the tune 


without paying for the music.

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IFE in Palestine today is a jumble of police state claustrophobia, 
incessant political talk, fear of terrorism, bitter religious hatred 


ow. It is at once exhilarating, de- 


ences of my 2000-mile tour of the 
Holy Land, in the wake of the 
United Nations inquiry committee, 
and independently, has been the 
repeated encounters with fanatical 
religious intolerance. It is neces- 
sary to realize the depth of this 
intolerance in order to appreciate 
the problems that lie ahead, 

Every time we visited a Moslem 
mosque or holy site, Jews attached 
to the party were specifically and 
emphatically ordered not to set 
foot inside the gate. 

At the Harem el Sharif area of 
the Dome of the Rock, from 
which Mohammed supposedly took 
off for heaven, we were told that 
two Jews, strangers in Jerusalem, 
were killed when they wandered 
unwittingly into the sacred 
grounds. An Arab mob chopped 
off the head of one and stabbed 
the other to death. 

Jews Against Jews. 

From the Jewish side, police re- 
ports carry routine bulletins each 
Friday night, after the beginning 
of the Jewish sabbath, about mobs 
of orthodox Jews attacking other 
Jews for keeping restaurants open 
or riding in automobiles through 
the orthodox quarter, 

Christians, for their part, are 
engaged in such an unrelenting 
squabble about jurisdiction over 
the Church of the Holy Sepulchre 
that the church itself, which was 
shaken by an earthquake 20 years 
ago, is in danger of collapsing. 
The five religious orders sharing 
the church cannot agree on who 
will make the repairs and how. 

All these conflicts of the three 
religious faiths that call Palestine 
the Holy Land cannot avoid over- 
flowing into the political life here. 

That may help explain“why the 
United Nations faces such a dif- 
ficult task of trying to find some 
suitable answer to the problem 
of Palestine. 
Threats by Arabs. 

Taken at face value, the Arabs’ 
latest move to unsheath the flam- 
ing sword of Islam against the 
Jews cannot be dismissed lightly. 

Speaking with the voice of the 
fanatically anti-Semitic, anti-Brit- 
ish exiled Mufti of Jerusalem, 
sheiks, mukhtars, effendis and 
other high-level members of the 
Moslem brotherhood = yesterday 
laid down at Haifa yet another 
series of threats intended to wid- 
en the Arab-Jewish breach. 

They threatened excommunica- 
tion from the Moslem church, or 
even death, to Arabs who sell 
Palestine land to Jews, act as 
agents for such land sales, or buy 
or sell Jewish merchandise. 

They talked passionatel for 
hours about threats of rebellion, 
following the cry of Jamal Hus- 
seini, vice chairman of the Arab 
Higher Committee and nephew of 
the Mufti, that dissident Arabs 
must face death and lie unburied. 

All this must be seen in proper 
perspective. 

The Mufti, Haj Amin el] .-Hus- 
seini, from his Cairo sanctuary, 
is pulling. strings by which he 
seeks to do two things: 

Maintain whatever political 
advantage and bargaining posi- 
tion his Arab High Committee 
has attained by its all-out boy- 
cott of the United Nations Spe- 
cial Committee on Palestine, 
now sitting in Jerusalem. 

Artificially stimulate bitter- 
ness and hatred, because he 
knows that, at the level of the 
average “unpolitical” man, Jews 
and Arabs can generally get 
along well enough, 

The Haifa demonstration seems 
intended more to whip recalci- 
trant Arabs into line than to be 
taken as a signal for bloodshed. 

But it is clearly symptomatic 
of the possibilities for real trou- 
ble that can. be fanned all too 
easily in this land of violent pas- 
sions and frenzied quarrels. 

The Mufti, obviously, is using 
every trick to keep the upper 
hand, which his cohorts think 
they have gained by slamming 
their doors at the unhappy dele- 

gates from Lake- Success. 


GANDHI WARNS

“The history of Europe will be) 
repeated in this India,” he said. 


“To think of India being turned 
into a battlefield, its sons and 
daughters being butchers, and the 
world watching the tragic drama, | 
is painful and humiliating. I pray} 
God to lead us to light from this) 
darkness.” 

Gandhi made his statements 
while referring to the division of 
India’s armed forces between the 
‘ two dominions planned when Brit- 
ish rule ends. He said the two 
states should part as friends, but 
“to our utter dismay we are not 
parting like friends. Divi- 


sion of the armed forces is going 


on and the huge sum of money 
spent on the armed forces is go- 
ing to be increased because both 
states are going to be armed 
camps in the future.”

The Addes- 
controlled executive board or- 
dered, over Reuther’s objections, 
a referendum on the merger to 
be completed by July 15. 

Reuther’s objections were not 
to the merger, which he himself 
had attempted to promote, but to 
its terms.

A Homeland for the Jews 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Tedford Lewis, writing from Beirut, 
Lebanon, points out rightly that the anti- 
Zionist feeling in Palestine is caused by 
the struggle for political and economic 
control of that little land, and not by an 
inborn hatred on the part of the Arabs 
for the Jews. He is wrong, however, in 
stating as the solution to the Jewish 
problem that the world must accept the 
Jew as a member of a religious sect only, 
and that the homeland they must and 
will secure in Palestine would mean iso- 
lating them and aggravating the feeling 
that they are different from other peo- 
ple., 
First of all, the world has been given 
ample time and opportunity to accept 
the Jews as members of a religious sect 
only; this it has refused to do.| And 
rightly so! For the Jews are more than 
members of a religious sect—they are a 
amt § and being a people they are dif- 
ferent from other peoples because they 
have no country in which they consti- 
tute a majority. 

The Norwegians and the Finns, the 
Greeks and the Czechs are the better 
American citizens because other Amer- 
ican citizens know of the achievements 
of the lands where their kind of people 
artin the majority. The American 'tew 
will be more nobly American as his 
pride in the achievements of a Jewish 
Palestine grows, and as his feeling of 
inferiority diminishes. 

Second, there is no intention on the 
part of the Zionists that the Jews be 
isolated in Palestine. On the contrary, 
that small] area could be expected to 
take care of no more than 2,000,000 of 
the. 3,000,000 European Jews now left of 
the prewar figure of over 8,000,000 souls. 
But. that number removed from Europe 
would remove the pressure on those 
remaining, and that number cqming to 
Palestine would ensure a true, creative 
Jewish homeland, ready to spread the 
principles of individual freedom and the 
advantages of industrial and scientific 
progress to surrounding lands. 

Zionists, too, urge the lifting of the 
immigration bars so that those Jews 
who wish may enter the United States, 
Australia, South America and Africa as 
Well as Palestine. 

And last, I think it is self-evident that 
when the Jews, who are a people, have 
a land in which they are in the major- 
ity, there will not result. any aggrava- 
tion’ “of the feeling that they are some- 
how different,” as Mr. Lewis writes, but 
instead they will at last be no differ- 
ent than the numbers of other peoples 
who together make this great country 
of ours!

_ Rights That Are Basic 


Shall any person in a criminal case be com- 
pelled to be a witness against himself? The 
historic answer is No and authority for it is in 
the Fifth Amendment to the Constitution. 

Shall any person be tried and convicted with- 
out assistance of counsel for his defense? Again 
the historic answer is No and again the authority 
is the Bill of Rights—this time the Sixth Amend- 
anent. . 

But the sad fact is that the presence of these 
safeguards in the Constitution does not guaran- 
tee their protection by the Supreme Court. In 


important decisions overshadowed by the Petrillo © 


and tidelands oil rulings, which were handed 
down the same day, our Supreme Justices have 
divided 5 to 4 in saying in effect that these basic 
rights may be whittled away. 

The question of self-incrimination came up 
from California in the Adamson case. Adamson, 
who was tried for murder, did not take the stand 
as a witness in his own behalf. The California 
prosecutor argued to the jury that an inference 
of guilt could be drawn because of the defend- 
ant’s failure to testify. This was allowed as part 
of the record of the case and doubtless was a 
factor in the conviction. 

7 + ~~ 
Four Justices—Black, Douglas, Murphy and 


Rutledge—found this a breach of the Constitu- 


tion. Theirs is agosition that we unhesitatingly 
support. The effect of such a procedure is to 
compel a defendant to be a witness against him- 
self whether or not he takes the stand. 

If he does not testify, his silence becomes the 
basis for conclusions in the minds of the jurors 
as to points about which he might be expected 
to explain. Thus, by not speaking at all he is 
a witness against himself. If he does testify, in 
order to overcome this prejudice of silence, his 
testimony is not voluntary but grows out of 
coercive pressure. Either way he is put in the 
position of testifying against himself, 

Justice Black nailed the majority opinion of 
Justice Reed and Justice Frankfurter’s separate 
concurrence with a lesson in the history of the 
Bill of Rights and the formulation of the Four- 
teenth Amendment which will be studied for 
years to come. He showed how the framers of 
the Bill of Rights expressly sought to confine 
the exercise of power by courts within precise 
boundaries. He showed, in a remarkable Bran- 
deis-like appendix, how a chief object of the 
Fourteenth Amendment was to make the Bill of 
Rights binding on the states. 

Yet the decision went the other way and until 
it is reversed a prosecutor may twist a defend- 
ant’s refusal to testify against himself into an 
inference of guilt. So little does the self-incrimi- 
nation clause of the Fifth Amendment mean 
after the Adamson ruling! 

* * . 


The decision in two right-to-counsel cases is 
no less distressing. Nelson Foster and George 
Payne, citizens of Illinois, were charged with 
burglary and larceny. On the day of their in- 
dictment they were arraigned, pleas of guilty 
obtained and sentences pronounced. They were 
not offered counsel, were not even told of their 
right to counsel. As Justice Rutledge read the 
record, it was clear that all advice as to counsel 
was an “intentional omission.” 

This was in the face of an [Illinois statute 
which says that “every person charged with 
crime shall be allowed counsel, and when he 
shall state upon oath that he is unable to procure 
counsel, the court shall assign him competent 
counsel, who shall conduct his defense.” (The 
Illinois Supreme Court has undercut this statute 
by saying ti:at a defendant must ask for coun- 
sel.) No wonder Justice Rutledge hit hard in 
his dissent. 

A system “so callous of the rights of men,” 
he found to be “wholly contrary to the scheme 
of things the nation’s charter establishes.” 
Courts and judges, he said, “owe something more 
than the negative duty to sit silent and blind 
while men go on their way to prison, for all 
that appears, for want of any hint of their 
rights.” As for covering this blindness with a 
“presumption of regularity,” he and the other 
dissenters joined in saying flatly that this made 
“a snare and a delusion of constitutional rights 
for all unable to pay the cost of securing their 
observance.” 

The unworthiest argument in the majority 
opinion was Justice Frankfurter’s contention 
that acceptance of the minority view “would fur- 
nish opportunities hitherto uncontemplated for 
opening wide the prison doors of the land.” To 
this Justice Black gave the answer: “I do not 
believe that such a reason is even relevant to 
a determination that we should decline to en- 
force the Bill of Rights.” 

. * . 


There is one hopeful aspect. When the in- 
digent Maryland farmhand, Smith Betts, was 
allowed to languish in prison without counsel 
five years ago, the division was 6 to 3. The ad- 
dition of Justice Rutledge to the minority brings 
the Betts case to the very edge of reversal. 
What a misfortune that neither Chief Justice 
Vinson nor Justice Burton-the other new mem- 
bers—joined Justice Rutledge to overturn that 
sorry precedent! 

As for Justice Frankfurter, he will some day 
see these rulings reversed just as he has seen 
his ill-starred flag salute decision cast into the 
discard. . 

If they are in- 
secure in Illinois and California and Maryland, 
they are insecure in Missouri and every other 
state in the Union. 
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Aid for the Hapless Male 


When a man is jilted, he is just jilted, but 
when a woman is stood up she can sue on 
grounds of mental anguish, defamation of char- 
acter, humiliation and mortification. In most 
states, that is, but not in Illinois, for the Legis- 
lature there has just outlawed heart balm suits. 


In states permitting such suits; a man, as well 
as a woman, can sue for damaged affections, but 
in actual practice it almost never happens. 
Juries won't return a verdict in a man’s favor. 
The result is in effect a double standard. 

Worse than that, the suits are a racket. A 
woman who is really wounded is too hurt to 
parade the scars in court. If she has a reputa- 
tion to protect, she avoids the publicity of a 
trial. But if she is a floozy she has no hesita-

tion in hiring a professional pleader and min- 
ing her alleged woes for all they are worth. 
Thirty years ago Missouri had a rash of com- 
mon-law marriage suits. Nearly all, by coinci- 
dence, were filed against the estates of men of 
wealth. The Legislature ended that dodge by 
invalidating the common-law marriage. The Mis- 
souri Jawmakers might consider adding an anti- 


heart balm law to round out the protection of the . 


hapless male. 
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The Challenges of Food 


The Marshall-Anderson-Harriman report on 
food exports may justly cause great pride. It is 
also a great challenge to our people and policy- 
makers. 

Last fiscal year we shipped more than 42 bil- 
lion pounds of food to war-torn nations, exceed- 
ing our previous year’s record. It was done, as 
the Cabinet committee said, at the same time 
that Americans enjoyed a better diet than ever 
before. It is a tribute to our vast productivity. 

The challenge is, first, that even last year’s 
cornucopia was not enough. We need to equal 
it this year, or better it. 

Second, we are not yet getting the full politi- 
cal dividend of our foreign aid. We are engaged 
in a colossal effort to win supporters for a dem- 
ocratic world. Foreigners who know where their 
aid is coming from are no doubt normally grate- 
ful, but many are ill-informed. Congress may 
well provide the modest few million dollars for 
an adequate foreign information program. 

Third, this record food export has been at- 
tained at the cost of inflated domestic prices. 
They are bearable so long as employment and 
income stay at record levels. If a recession 
comes, however, our Government will need ad- 
vance plans to sustain the diet of our own un- 
employed. 

Fourth, we cannot ship food forever on the 
present terms. The Marshall self-help plan for 
Europe looks to a longer-run economic solution. 
So do the efforts of the U.N. Food and Agricul- 
ture Organization to get chronic food surpluses 
to countries with chronic deficits. Unless this 
is accomplished, American agriculture will un- 
dergo a painful contraction from its present 
scale. 

Finally, expanded production has been ob- 
tained only with serious sacrifice of our produc- 
tive soils. With the plowing of new areas, wind 
and water erosion become great dangers. Thus 
prudence dictates that we cease dallying with 
superficial public works~like the Pick-Sloan 
plan—that we go ahead now with new compre- 
hensive conservation programs like TVA. As a 
part of that policy, Congress should enact the 
pending bill to augment the production of vitally 
needed agricultural phosphates. 

Our food design and achievement are mag- 
nificent. These are its challenges, and time is 
of the essence in meeting them.

Gov. Dewey has come and gone on a nation- 
wide trip that he describes as non-political. Was 
it just a coincidence then that a passel of Re- 
publicans visited him at Union Station, and that 
Republican National Committeeman Mattingly 
has stirred up a dispute by predicting that the 
Missouri G.O.P. would vote for Dewey’s nom- 
ination, and that he would be nominated? It 
would make a better impression on the country 
if the New York Governor were as frank about 
his candidacy as Harold Stassen is. Of course, 
he wants to avenge his defeat of 1944. Of course, 
it is impossible for him to make a non-political 
swing over the country. Then why not say so? 
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60,000,000 Jobs 

Not long ago 60,000,000 jobs sounded like an 
advertising slogan. Now, it’s a reality—or nearly 
that. 

The men who record employment statistics 
for the Government report that the number of 
people working is now more than 58,000,000 and 
they forecast that before the year is out, the 
figure will reach 59,300,000, but 700,000 short 
of the 60,000,000 goal. This will be an all-time 
high, in peacetime as well as wartime. 

“How long this may continue nobody can say 
with any accuracy.” Those are the words of 
Robert C. Goodwin, head of the United States 
Employment Service. They are weighty words, 
because the high level of employment must con- 
tinue. 

It must continue, for any slip backwards is just 
what the opponents of free government and free 
economy desire. The Soviets pin their hopes for 
dominating Europe—and then the world—on a 
collapse of the American economy. So it be- 
hooves us to prevent any collapse. 

Our responsibility now is to keep the employ- 
ment level high, to keep 60,000,000 or more in 
To do this requires maintaining purchas- 
ing power, maintaining high national income and 
an equitable distribution of. it, extending our 
foreign trade activity and achieving a balance 
among wages, prices and profits. It is a job 
calling for: effort and ingenuity from manage- 
ment and from labor and for wise counsel from 
government. 


Surprise! 

The Spanish people have voted. For the first 
time in 11 years they have gone to the polls. 
The question: Shall Franco remain chief of state 
for life and have the right to propose his suc- 
cessor? Answer, yes or no. 

First returns from slightly more than half 
the polling places indicate a 10 to 1 majority of 
yesses, in a fairly heavy vote. Of course, it 
should be noted in passing that the opposition 
was not permitted to run an organized campaign. 
This little detail suggests that it would have 
been more in keeping to have printed the bal- 
lots with “ja” or “nein,” in conformity with an- 
other little man who went through the farce of 
elections between 1933 and 1939.

War on the Peasant Parties 


The Mirror 
of 
Public’ Opinion 


Russians have a clear policy of trying to destroy agrarian movement 
in the Balkans, correspondent writes; peasants stand in way of Com- 
munism; predicts Soviet campaign will fail when Red Army departs; 
thinks guerrilla fighting may cause a reaction toward Fascism.

Russia clearly intends to destroy all- 


agrarian parties in the countries between 
the Baltic and the Black Sea. This de- 
liberate purpose to wipe out parties rep- 
resenting a peasant population totaling 
70 to 85 per cent of the inhabitants in 
these areas is disclosed. by events of the 
past several weeks. 


The reasons behind this ruthless policy 
are clear. These parties do not want Com- 
munism, Their members wish to produce. 
They don’t care for 
class war and hate war 
and aggression. So 


_ they must be destroyed, 


Steps toward their 
destruction are appar~ 
ent in the imprison- 
ment of Nikola Pet- 
kov, leader of the op- 
positional Bulgarian 
Agrarian party in So- 
fia, the flight of the 
Hungarian Premier, 


Ferenc Nagy, and of 
the president of the 


Magyar Parliament, Bela Varga, both 
prominent pillars of the Hungarian Small- 
holders party; the continued persecution 
of the Romanian National Peasant party 
leader, Julius Maniu; the constant harass- 
ing of A. Mikolajezyk, the Polish Peasant 
leader and of his party. 


During the last three months there were 
definite signs that Russia was preparing 
the evacuation of Hungary, Romania and 
Bulgaria, . This is necessitated, first, by 
the provisions of the peace treaties, fore- 
seeing such an evacuation of Russian 
troops, and, secondly, by Russia’s urgent 
need of more manpower to reconstruct 
Her badly destroyed national economy, 


But before quitting Hungary, Romania 
and Bulgaria, the Soviets were desirous 
of strengthening the puppet regimes estab- 
lished in those countries under the pro- 
tection of Russian bayonets. The Rus- 
sians tried to create a front of National 
Liberation. Then, under the pressure of 
their army, they brought into the minis- 
tries of interior, war, justice and educa- 
tion of all those countries either Com- 
munists or persons willing to do what the 
Communists of Moscow were to command. 


Open Persecution Starts 


These regimes, however, did not prove 
to be popular, If untampered, really free 
elections were possible in Poland, Hungary, 
Bulgaria or Romania as well as Yugo- 
slavia, probably 85 per cent of the popu- 
lation would vote against the incumbent 
regimes, and 65 to 80 per cent of this vote 
would go to the various peasant parties. 


Knowing this popularity of the agrarian 
parties in the eastern European countries, 
Russia tried to bolster up the Communist- 
dominated regimes by open persecution of 
their only efficient opposition. It started 
in Yugoslavia with the arrest of Dragoljub 
Yovanovitch, head of the Serbian Agrarian 
party. : 

Though Yovanovitch was constantly per- 
secuted by the royal regime in Yugoslavia, 
he was singled out as the most dangerous 
enemy of the present regime, headed by 
Marshal Tito. Yet Yovanovitch was a 
zealous member of the National Liberation 
Front. He participated in the elections of 


November 1945 as a member of this group. 
But he heroically dared to raise his word 
against the terror of Alexander Ranko- 
vitch and his OZNA (secret police) hench- 
men. So he had to go to prison. 


Prior to Yovanovitch’s persecution, the 
attacks against the Croatian Peasant party 
started. Its leader, Dr. Viadimir Matchek, 
had to seek safety by escaping to Paris, 
while his deputy, August Kosutitch, is in 
the prison of the OZNA in Croatia. 

Both were persecuted as collaboration- 
ists—-a charge which is ridiculous in the 
eyes of those who knew Matchek's past. 
But Matchek’s party was always able to 
get at least 70 per cent of the Croatian 
votes, even in semi-free elections under 
the royal regime, and this is what irri- 
tates Rankovitch, the Minister of Interior 
of the Tito regime. 


Between Right and Left 


In Hungary the elections of November 
1945 yielded an almost 60 per cent ma- 
jority for the Smallholders party. This 
correspondent attended those elections. 
They were free. But the Smallholders 
party had no means of transportation, 
while its members were scattered in small 
villages and had to walk 10 and more 
miles to the polling places. , The Com- 
munists got ample transportation, plus red 
flags, plus propaganda material from their 
Russian friends. Even so, they could ob- 
tain less than 17 per cent of the votes. 


The Smallholders party was persecuted 
by the Horthy regime as well as by the 
big landowners of Hungary in the past. 
Now they are the victims of the Soviets, 

Meanwhile, about 25,000 Russians, mostly 
security police, clad as civilians, were 
imported to Bulgaria and settled all around 
Sofia, to act as a watchdog corps should 
an attempt be made to oust Georgi Dimi- 
trov, Moscow’s faithful servant. 


One Tyranny for Another 


These methods, however, will only bring 
disaster to Russia. The Balkan people 
wanted, after this war, to live in peace 
and good friendship with the victorious 
Soviets. But they wanted to live their 
own life. After so much oppression in 
the past they hoped to gain their full 
liberty. They found themselves slipping 
from one dictatorship into another. 


These regimes are extremely unpopular 
at present. The departure of the Russian 
Army is bound to increase opposition. 
As open parliamentary opposition is im- 
possible, people will go to the mountains 
and form bands opposing the incumbent 
Communist regime. Within two to four 
years’ time we will witness uprisings and 
troubles in the Balkans, coups d’etat on 
the South American pattern. 

It will. be Russia’s fault that unfortu- 
nately the pendulum will swing once more 
to the other side and Fascist regimes will 
dominate those countries. Russia had a 
chance to have friendly agrarian regimes 
in those countries. She missed the op- 
portunity.

Each of these three volumes for the out- 
doorsman is interesting in its particular 
field. In order of size, they start with 
Ray Bergman’s readable opus on Many 
things pertaining to the angler’s art. His 
books on angling are always hefty works, 
running upwards of 600 pages, and there 
is a reason for this which he expresses in 
the following sentences: “It is the appar- 
ently insignificant trifles which so often tip 
the balance leading to success or failure. 
In no other sport is this more true than in 
fishing. The writer has always stressed 
the importance of these small things in an 
honest effort to help others enjoy the sport 
to its fullest.” 

* . * 

In this, as in his other volumes, the re 
sult is an interesting, easy-to-read treatise 
on the art of fresh-water angling. The 
book is divided into five sections covering 
bait fishing, fly fishing for trout and bass, 
bait casting, miscellaneous fishing observa- 
tions and a description of flies. The only 
serious omission is of any discussion of the 
large spinner flies used with the regula- - 
tion fly rod which certainly take more 
small-mouth bass on our Ozark rivers than 
any other type of lure. . 

Howard Walden’s “Big Stony” is the 
story, part fact and part fiction, of the 
March Brown Fly Fishing Club and the 
things which happened over a period of 
years along the three miles of water leased 
by the club in upper New York State. 
There is not so much here of the technique 
of trout fishing as of the adventures of the 
members—the author, the Doctor, the Pro- 
fessor—who live through each winter for 
opening day of the trout season. There 
are also Lank Starbuck whe, through the 
years, develops exclusive poaching rights 
on the club waters. Walden writes articu- 
lately and has made here at least a minor 
contribution to the literature of angling, 
as differentiated from “how to do if” books 
on fishing.

But small as this is, it can do 
a serious injustice with conse- 
quences far out of proportion. For 
many years, Magazines have been 
given preferential treatment on 
the theory that they helped to 
educate the public. This hgs 
meant, in effect, a generous sub- 
sidy to the magazine industry. 


On the Same Score. 


Books, however, never have re- 
ceived such preferential treat- 
ment, although they have not 
fully paid their way in the postal 
system. “Now Chairman Edward 
H. Reese of the House Post Office 
Committee proposes to increase 
the rate from 4 cents to 8 cents 
on the first pound, and from 3 to 
4 cents for each additional pound. 


If you can make a case for mag- 
azines spreadin;, light and learn- 
‘ing, you can make an even better 
case for books on the same score. 
In fact, in the field of book pub- 
lishing today there is a wider 
range of expression and a more 
free play of ideas than anywhere 
else. Books coming off the press 
these days radiate ideas. 

In the non-fiction field they are 
a vital course of information, con- 
tributing to an understanding of 
the complicated world in which 
we are trying to find a peaceful 
way. Take that whale of a book, 
“Inside U.S.A...” by John Gun- 
ther, which must weigh at least 
five pounds. It is a remarkable 
synthesis of knowledge about this 
broad land and the strange and

At the height of the controversy 
over the Truman program for 
Greece and Turkey, there ap- 
peared a book called “The Greek 
Dilemma,” by William McNeill, 
based on exhaustive first-hand 
knowledge.

Powerful Weapons. 


Prof. Arnold Toynbee’s recently 
published “A Study of History” 
gives us the rise and fall of em- 
pires through the centuries.

history. Anyone who reads Carlo 
Levi's “Christ Stopped at Eboli” 
will have a better understanding 
of the politics of desperation in 
Italy. 

The list of current examples 
could be extended almost indefi- 
nitely, and there is a long and 
impressive record out of the past 
of books that have cut through 
the dark of ignorance and super- 
stition. In the continuing strug- 
gle for freedom, they are power- 
ful weapons. 

While there are large publishing 
firms and the book clubs are in 
a sense big business, the oppor- 
tunity for the newcomer seems 
greater in this field than iff al- 
most any other. Several new firms 
have come into being since the 
war ended. 

On the retail side, too, the book 
business is one of the few in 
which the individual can make a 
start with a modest investment. 
A recent development is the 25- 
cent pocket book, distributed in 
large numbers. Pocket books in- 
clude not merely thrillers, but fic- 
tion and non-fiction titles repre- 
senting the best in literature. 


They “Just Growed.” 


Undoubtedly, the postal rates 
need a thorough overhauling. Like 
our archaic tax structure, they 
have “just growed.” Some Inter- 
ests are favored, others are penal- 
ized. A careful study is needed 
to make sense out of the tangle. 

But meanwhile it is unfair to 
put a further penalty on the pub- 
lishing business least capable of 
defending itself. Books, however 
they may sometimes be debased 
in the quest for mass readership, 
are part of the honorable record 
of man’s long struggle up from 


wonderful things that happen in it.

T is evident that American policymakers are facing the real prob- 
lem of forming a policy toward the Soviet Union, 
has been in the making ever since 1943 when it became evident

gress and people, a policy must 
be intelligible, not too complicated 
and consistent. It cannot be mere 
subtie diplomacy. gypryg %

carrying it out. 

The Truman 

Doctrine is in- 
deed the foun- 
dation for a pol- 
icy — one that a iF

Americans. ‘The Senator Pepper 
Marshal plan for European re- 
habilitation (whose existence State 
Department officials frantically 
deny) was a splendid first con- 
crete step in putting such a policy 
into effect—if carried out. 

But meanwhile things are hap- 
pening. The Soviet Union goes 
on tightening its claws around 
countries like Hungary. The re- 
sentment of decent Americans 
rises ever higher. 


Time for Definition. 


It is therefore time that the Ad- 
™Ministration announced a definite 
policy, not toward the world, or 
toward Europe but toward the 
Soviet Union. What can such a 
policy look like? 

In my judgment, there are sev- 
eral possible attitudes. 

One is that of “trusting Rus- 
sia”"—advocated by the people like 
Henry Wallace and Claude Pep- 
per. The United States should 
disarm unilaterally, offer Russia 
a big loan for reconstruction and 
the atomic bomb for reassurance 
—and hope for the best. 

' A second is that of a “long-term, 
patient but firm and vigilant con- 
tainment of Russian expansive 
tendencies ...” “Cool and col- 
lected” United States demands 
“should be put forward in such 
& manner as to leave the way 
open for a compliance not too 
detrimental to Russian prestige.” 

This view, ably expressed by X 
in the current number of Foreign 
Affairs Quarterly, admits that the 
Soviet Union is and will remain 
an opponent of the United States 
maintaining “a cautious, persfist- 
ent pressure toward the disrup- 
tion and weakening of all rival in- 
fluence and power.”

Since Russian fifth 
columns are everywhere active, 
this would amount to widening the 
Truman Doctrine still more and 
applying it everywhere, It would 
mean definite diplomatic and eco- 
nomic efforts to wrest from the 
Bear territories upon which it has 
already placed its paw. 


What Scientists Say. 


A final possible policy would be 
one of transforming the U.N, (or 
a part of it) into a sort of vast 
federation open to all countries 
that cared to come in. This is 
the policy of United World Feder- 
alists and of the Federation of 
Atomic Scientists. 


Policy 1 would satisfy our innate 
sentimentality but it is. too inher- 
ently silly to be tried, 


Policy 2—containment — sounds 
good but it is negative. It ignores 
the fact that Russia’s real strength 
lies in its fifth columns in every 
country, which the said — policy 
would not eliminate. Moreover, it 
entails a partial retreat to some 
sort of hemispheric isolation and 
ultimately an atomic armament 
race and a war in which the 
United States might lose its basic 
liberties, : 

Policy 3—the tough line—also 
promises an armament race and 
an ultimate war unless we could 
bluff the Russians. out of them. 

Policy 4 alone would give a rea- 
sonable chance of peace—but it 
is still the idea of a minority.

ELECTRONIC HOUSE 
CLEANERS ARE FOR 
SALE FOR HOMES 


Device Was Used in War 
Plants to Remove Dust 
From Air. 


NEW YORK, July 7 (UP)—An 
electronic house cleaner, used on 
a big scale in this country’s war 
plants, now is available for the 
home, 

It is a cabinet-like contraption 
which removes from the air 85 to 


90 per cent of all dust, dirt and 
smoke particles. 

The cleaner, being made by sev- 
eral firms, costs more than $400, 
but the price was expected to 
come down .as more of the devices 
go into use. According to scien- 
tists, it will keep curtains clean 
for eight to 10 weeks and walls 
will stay clean as long as three 
years. 

Operation is based on the prin- 
ciple that objects with like charges 
repel each other and objects with 
unlike charges attract. Air passes 
through a “dust charger” section, 
where an electrostatic field is cre- 
ated by a “gate” of seven highly- 
charged hair-thin tungsten wires 
and eight grounded aluminum 
tubes, alternately spaced. Here 
dirt particles pick up an electrical 
charge. This is called ionization. 

The air next enters the “dust 
collecting” cell, which consists of 
69 aluminum plates, alternately 
charged negative and positive. 
Then the charged dust particles 
are attracted to the oppositely- 
charged plates, Result, only clean 
air leaves the unit. 


OPTOMETRY RESEARCH HEAD 
SAYS SIGHT IS ACQUIRED SKILL 


A. M. Skeffington, director of 
the Graduate Clinic Foundation 
for Research in Optometry, told a 
regional conference on _ visual 
training yesterday that, although 
many persons have perfect vision, 


they do not see things clearly. He 
quoted the proverb “Many have 
eyes but few can see” when he 
declared that sight is a skill that 
must be learned much in the same 
way as learning to use the voice 
and hands. 

The proper use of the eyes aids 
in maintaining good vision and is 
important to those wearing glasses 
for correction of eye conditions, 
he said. The meeting took place 
at the Coronado Hotel.

Carl J. Thye, Former Wash.

Carl J. Thye, former instructor 
in architecture at Washington 
University’s School of Engineer- 
ing, has drawn Government-ap- 
proved designs for converting war- 
built barracks into attractive 
houses for veterans,

~JEWS DONT WANT 
ARABS MOVED OUT, 
UN. GROUP 1S TOLD 


No Conflict With Them 
Exists, Spokesman Tes- 
tifies — Blames 


‘Inter- 
national Forces.’ 


(Related Story on Page 1B.) 


JERUSALEM, July 7 (AP)— 
David Ben Gurion, chairman of 
the Jewish Agency Executive, told 
the United Nations Palestine Com- 
mittee today that Jews in the 
Holy Lard had “no conflict with 
the Arabs,” but rather that “in- 


ternational Yorces” were blocking 
Jews’ efforts to regain control of 
their country. 

Ben Gurion made the statement 
when Emil Sandstroem of Sweden, 
the committee chairman, asked 
him whether conflict between the 
Jews and Arabs was not the “un- 
derlying cause of the trouble in 
Palestine.” 

“Two years ago,” Ben Gurion 
asserted, “the Jewish Agency re- 
jected a British Labor party sug- 
gestion that the Arabs be encour- 
aged to move out of Palestine to 
make room for the Jews. We say 
no Arabs sifuld be moved. They 
would deny us the right to live in 
our home, but that is not conflict, 
because we do not deny them the 
right to live here.” 

Ben Gurion told the committee 
that the Jewish Agency proposed 
a Jewish state under U.N. super- 
vision “for a period of time to al- 
low certain material phases of 
work to be done.” 

Wants 1,000,000 Admitted. 

“This,” he said, “includes irri- 
gation of both Jewish and Arab 
territory by the Jewish Agency 
with Arabs helping if-they choose. 
It also entails settlement of ap- 
proximately 1,000,000 Jews in Pal- 
estine in the next few years. 
When these things are accom- 
plished, the U.N. must declare an 
independent state in Palestine 
that will have a majority of Jews, 
but in which the Jews have no 
more privileges than the others.” 

The Jewish leader was interro- 
gated by Guatemala’s Delegate 
Jorg Garcia Grandos, who said: 
“I've heard much about the likeli- 
hood of violence if the Jews are 
given a favorable decision and 
would like to know if the Jews 
can defend themselves.” 

“We want to be left alone with 
the Arabs,” Ben Gurion replied. 
“Weewill go to them and ask to 
sit down and find a solution to 
our mutual problems. If the an- 
sewer is no and they threaten us 
with violence, we shall take care 
of ourselves. I believe the Arabs 
and Jews can live in peace.” 

Reaction, 

Apprised later of Ben Gurion’s 
remarks, Emile Ghoury, a mem- 
ber of the Arab Higher Execu- 
tive Committee, commented: 

“We agree with Mr. Ben Gur- 
fon that the British must leave 
Palestine. Then we shall ask the 
Jews to live with us. If they re- 
fuse, those who wish to leave 
may do so and those who stay 
may adapt themselves to our Gov- 
ernment. It is up to the Arabs 
to decide the fate of Palestine.” 

Eliezer Kaplan, an agency rep- 
resentative, yesterday defended as 
“practical” the agency's plan for 
the absorption of a million Jews 
in the Holy Land within the next 
10 years. 

Another agency member, Fritz 
Bernstein, head of the trade and 
economic section of the Jewish 
Agency, told the committee that 
Britain “by her control of our 
dollars and imports .. . has in 
fact been exploiting Jewish Pal- 
estine on a very large scale.” 


INQUIRY IN DEATH OF PATIENT 
AT ALTON STATE HOSPITAL 


An investigation in the death at 
Alton State Hospita] Saturday of 
Carl J. Grizzle of Granite City, 
said to have been injured in a 
ward fight a week earlier, is sone 
conducted by State’s Attorney C. 
W. Burton of Madison county. 

Burton said an autopsy showed 
death was due to a blood clot in 
a lung and that the body had mul- 
tiple bruises. He began the inves- 
tigation on complaint of Grizzle’s 
wife, Susie. A hospital report 
showed Grizzle had been a violent 
patient and had to be restrained 
forcibly on at least one occasion, 
Burton said. 

Dr. Alfred P. Bay, hospital sup- 
erintendent, in a statement today 
denied Grizzle, who entered the 
hospital June 14, had been in- 
volved in a fight. Bruises were 
due to the patient’s agitation and 
overactivity, Bay said. “His phy- 
sician’s opinion is that death oc- 
curred entirely from natural 
causes,” the superintendent as- 
serted. 

Grizzle, 52 years old, is survived 
also by four sons and a daughter. 
He was employed as a machin- 
ist’s helper before entering the 
hospital.

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RED DRIVE TO SELL GERMANS 
ON COMMUNISM REPORTED 


U.S: Military Government Paper Says Mar- 
shal Beria Worked Out Campaign—Another 
Aim Listed as Hammering Down Opposition. 


By EDWIN SHANKE 

BERLIN, July 7 (AP) — The 
American Military Government’s 
official German language news- 
paper says Soviet Marsha] Lavren- 
ti P. Beria had worked out with 
Soviet military authorities here an 
extensive propaganda campaign 
for selling Communism to the Ger- 
mans. 

The newspaper, Die Neue Zel- 
tung, said Gen. Makarow, Soviet 
commissioner for democratization 
of the eastern zone of Germany, 
has been charged by Beria with 
carrying out the new propagenda 
program to promote understand- 
ing of Soviet policy and support 
the German element loyal to the 
Soviet Union. 

The campaign is aimed also at 
hammering down spreading oppo- 
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sition among working classes to 
the policies of the Communiast- 
dominated Socialist Unity party, 
Die Neue Zeitung said, 

As an example of such opposi- 
tion, said to occur even in the 
party’s own ranks, the newspaper 
reported the arrest last month of 
a number of persons at Guben, on 
the Oder southeast of Berlin, for 
putting “uncomfortable questions” 
to a Russian major following a 
lecture. 

The secret police cracked down, 
said Die Neue Zeitung, after such 
questions as these went. unan- 
swered: Where are our sons and 
daughters who were dragged away 
last year? Why don’t we get coal 
for heating, and where does our 
coal go? Why does the food situ- 
ation deteriorate? Where do the 
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transports of cattle go which pass 
through Guben daily toward the 
east? When is the dismantling 
(of industries) going to stop? Why 
isn’t the Social Democratic party 
permitted in the eastern zone? 

The newspaper said it was as- 
sumed that the Soviet marshal, 
who has been visiting in the Rus- 
sian occupation zone, went to 
Austria and perhaps the Balkans 
for the same purpose. He is a 
former chief of the Russian secret 
police and is now a vice president 
on the Soviet Council of Minis- 
ters. 

Taegliche Rundschau, official 
Russian newspaper, quoted an of- 
ficial of the Soviet military ad- 
ministration today as telling a 
German audience at Eisenach, in 
the Russian zone, that “a new war 
in the near future is impossible.” 

The official, a Lt. Col. Nasarov, 
made the statement in an address 
before a convention of the right- 
ist German Liberal Democratic 
party, the paper said. 

On June 10, a Russian Col. War- 
akin told a meeting of the same 
party at’ Weimar that Germans 
should “drop this common prac- 
tice of talking about a new war” 
and devote their efforts “ener- 
getically to reconstruction” of 
their country. ‘

A House’. as you would ‘Housewarming.’ Here in our come 

munity, ‘Open House’ means a come-and-go type of party 
—people free to come in whenever they can during the hours 
mentioned—the house literally being open! We think it sug- 
gests less formality than ‘At Home.’ Will you please give us 
your opinion.” , 

If that is the meaning in your community, there is no 
possible objection to it. In. fact, the term is not a fixed one. 
In past days, “to keep open house” meant to run a house in 
such a way that the hostess always was prepared to set a 
few extra places at table for those of her relatives and friends 
who might arrive unexpectedly. Today, the term “Open 
House” should mean the entire house is open for inspection— 
either on its day of housewarming or when opened to the 
public for charity.

analysis that makes the real 
test. 

Dr. M. V. Linder, chief of the 
laboratory division of the alcohol 
tax unit, whose job has compelled 
him to sniff and occasionally taste 
during 40 years service with the 
Government, said today: 


“Experience has shown that very 
few people can tell all about 
whisky by taste and aroma alone. 
A person familiar with whisky can 
usually tell if it’s new by tasting 
or smelling. 


“Many can recognize their 
favorite and accustomed brand— 
but it takes chemical analysis to 
reveal age, proof and other 
characteéristics.” 

The doctor pooh-poohed fancy 
champagne drinkers with the re- 
mark: 

“I doubt if half of them know 
whether they’re drinking cham- 
agne or carbonated cider. The 

tter is often true.” 

The smiling, white-haired pro- 
tector of the drinking consumer— 
at least, regarding labels—said 
there is a minimum of fraud per- 
a today by whisky dis- 

ers, 


He explained that careful check 
by Government agents, who have 
keys to every distillery’ in the 
country, have left: distillers little 
chance to iabel bottles falsely. 

But Dr. Linder warned against 
the tavern keeper and the hotel 
and cocktail lounge operator. 

That’s where you get gypped, 
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brother—paying for a T75-cent- 
drink brand served from that 


price bottle, which has been re- 
filled with a 40-cent-drink brand. 


He said the tax unit has agents 
all over the country who frequent 
bars—just to spot such frauds. 

Their keen eyes catch such 
signs as frayed labels, variations 
in color and aroma. When suf- 
ficient doubt is aroused, they ap- 
ply the Wilson test. 


By means of this test, made on 
the spot, the agent can immed- 
iately determine if there is fraud. 
If so, he seizes the bottle and 
action is taken. 


* * * 


Dr. Linder, who recalls the days 
when the tax on distilled spirits 
was $1.10 a proof gallon (it’s now 
$9), said he had no word for the 
consumer regarding a laymen’s 
liquor test. 

He laughed: 

“There’s just no such animal. 
After two or three drinks, who 
knows what they’re drinking? It’s 
an easy matter to get stung by 
whiskey—in more ways than 
one,” 

But the Government isn’t get- 
ting stung too badly today. It 
netted two billion, 600 million 
dollars in taxes last year. 

The laboratory chief predicted 
& wave,of bootlegging, now that 
sugar and other distillery ma- 
terials are available. 


He has no illusions about ban- 
ishing booze, saying: 

“The man in the mountain is 
going to make it as long as he 
can get anything to make it with.

URING the recent commence- 

ment week, I visited. the stu- 

dent trailer camp established 
by Pennsylvania State College. 708 
ex-servicemen and their wives 
with 125 children live comfortably 
in these small but convenient 
homes or in other rooms and 
apartments. A total of 4,211 veter- 
ans attended the college in the 
school year 1946-1947. Compared 
with living quarters and conditions 
in many districts of the average 
American city, these former G.L's 
and their families are very fortu- 
_— and certainly they are grate- 
ul. 

But even more fortunate is the 
nation, for these more mature stu- 
dents are proving worthy of every 
consideration, shown them. The 
character of their classroom and 
laboratory work and of their com- 
munity life mark them for future 
leadership wherever presently they 
may go. Five hundred of these 
veterans graduated in the class of 
’47 and two hundred more will 
graduate at the’close of the pres- 
ent summer session. Perhaps even 
more significant is the fact that 
2,200 veterans will enroll as sopho- 
mores this fall. These men have 
taken their freshmen years at 
more than 24 different credit cen- 
ters and Pennsylvania colleges. 

When I told President Hetzell 
of the poll made by a popular 
American weekly which reported | 
90% of the service men now in“ 
college as voting that military 
service had, helped them in their 
college careers, he was emphatic 
in supporting the poll. He also ex- 
pressed the opinion that more than 
86% of Penn State service men 
(that was the poll result) know 
what they will do when they fin- 
ish their courses. He and other 
faculty members agree that this 
last percentage is much higher 
than for normal early student life. 
I was only three months away 
from graduation when I decided 
my after-college career and I do 
not think that I was behind stu- 
dents of my time. 

Today the college campus looks 
like the yard of a nursery and the 
trailer camp clothesline like a 
multiple flag of truce! American 
youth is marching on.

SUCH ORGANIC Keaton complexes, as Adler 
used to call them, plague millions of péople. Men often feel 
too thin or too short, or worry because they haven't enough 
hair on their upper lip for a moustache, or so little on ‘the 
lower jaw that they scarcely need to shave, Or, after 40, 
they are in social agony because their hair is turning gray 
or a bald spot is beginning to appear.

‘Doc Hyde Meets Some of His ‘Babies’. 


Country Doctor, Who Delivered Hundreds of Young'uns, Honored by Hill People

EMINENCE, Mo., July 6. 


T WAS Doc, Frank Hyde’s hap- 

piest day, the one that was set 

aside for him and his Shannon 
conty “babies,” marking his sev- 
enty-fifth birth anniversary and 
his 52 years of practice in the 
community, They called it Doctor 
Hyde Day and present for the 
celebration were many of the 
hundreds of babies that he ‘has 
“brought.” 


On the appointed Sunday the 
people came from far and near, 
from along Current river and 
Jacks fork, from the hills and 
hollers of the deep Ozarks, includ- 
ing nearly a hundred of the “ba- 
bies” brought into the world by 
him over a span of nearly half 
a century as marked by the ages 
of the oldest, 49 years, and the 
youngest, two weeks. Friends and 
neighbors to the number of 500 
gathered that day at Alley Spring 
State Park and paid the doctor 
such honors as it is in the hearts 
of simple folk to pay.

honor in the shade of the shelter. 
As he sat there, slightly uncom- 
fortable as the somewhat reluc- 
tant center of attention, he was 
the patient and understanding 
man that they had always known, 
every ready to answer their calls 
and ease their sufferings and, on 
occasion, to share their sorrows, 
now in all humility accepting their 
homage. ' 

The doctor and many who were 
there had shared remembered 
sorrows, but a note of gayety was 
introduced as the “babies” gath- 
ered around his chair and sang: 


Rock-a-bye baby 

On the tree-top, 

When the wind blows 

The cradle will rock, 

When the bow breaks 

The cradle will fall, 

Down will come cradle, 

Baby and all. 

That was something to set the 
laughter going and the doctor's 
face was lighted with one of hig 
infrequent smiles, for he is a ser- 
ious-minded person whose long 
labors have stamped him with a 
sort of grimness that belies his 
never-failing kindness, 

The “babies” sang “Happy birth- 
day to you” and brought their 
gifts, an easy chair, a reading 
lamp and a box of cigars, with 
Walter Bales making the presen- 
tation, followed by Mrs. Helen 
Mjliman with a smoker set from 
the Eastern Star.

FTER the picnic dinner there 

was another program with the 

doctor sitting on a cleared ta- 
ble in his easy chair. Mrs, Paula 
Galbraith, as program chairman, 
standing beside him, called for 
the oldest “baby” present and 
Mrs. Gertrude Dorow, 49 years 
old, qualified. On the call for 
the youngest, Mrs. Jane Mosley 
brought forward her two-weeks- 
old infant and placed it in the 
arms of Dr. Hyde. Mr. and* Mrs. 
William R, French and their chil- 
dren took the honors as the larg- 
est family of Dr. Hyde’s “babies” 
present. Instances of four gen- 
erations brought into the world 
by Dr. Hyde were mentioned but 
they were not present. The old- 
est persons in attendance were 
Sam Smith of Winona, 91, and 
Mrs. W. J. Randolph, 89. Miss 
Grace Burgess of Greenfield pre- 
sented felicitations of that com- 
munity. 

When the “babies”? present were 
segregated and counted there 
were found to be 85, but some 
had left before the count was 
made, so there must have been 
nearly 100 in all. That was only 
a fraction of Doc. Hyde's “babies” 
scattered all over the southern 
Ozarks and far and wide. He 
doesn’t know how many because 
the birth records were destroyed 
in a fire a few years ago. “As 
many as a thousand?” someone 
asks him and he answers: “Oh, 
Lord, yes.” 

All the people sang “Silver 
Threads Among the Gold” as the 
doctor rocked gently in‘ his gift 
chair and then it was “God Be 
With You Till We Meet Again,” 
and the people, after shaking 
hands with ‘him, went their ways. 
For the doctor, always self-effac- 
ing, it had*° been an ordeal but 
too it had been his happiest day 
and he would remember it al- 
ways. 

Thinking it over, back in his 
office, it seemed to him that his 
friends had rendered him more 
than his due, for he insisted that 
in his career as a country doctor 
there had been nothing notable 
except the length of’time since 
he came in 1895 and cast in his 
lot with the people of the Shan- 
non county hills. These were not 
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his people, for he was born at 
Memphis, in Scotland county. It 
was by chance that, after gradu- 
ating from Marion Sims College 
in St. Louis, he began his prac- 
tice at Summerville, in_ this 
county, There he heard that Dr, 
E. A. Duncan was leaving Emi- 
nence for a larger field at Salem, 
and came down to look over the 
situation. It was not altogether 
of his choosing that he remained. 


He had to stay, he says, because. 


he was broke. So he brought his 
few possessions and set himself 
up as physician extraordinary for 
practically all of Shannon gounty. 
Except for a company doctor at 
the lumber mill at Winona and 
one at Birch Tree, at the far edge 
of the county, he was the only 
doctor for all the people in the 
hills stretching away toward 
Salem. Eminence then was a one- 
store town with no accommoda- 
tions for travellers or means of 
transportation except what each 
man provided for himself. So he 
began as a horseback doctor and 
continued to be one until roads 
were built in date years and the 
automobile came.

T was not unusual in the early 
| years for a man to ride 25 or 30 

miles for the help that only the 
doctor could give*and it meant 
when such a call came that the 
doctor had to ride that far, some- 
times fording or swimming 
streams and having to stay all 
night at the patient’s home be- 
cause of the distance or the sud- 
den coming of floods. His horse- 
back routine was only varied 
when it was possible to go by boat 
to the nearest point and go on 
from there afoot. 


Mostly he took his pay, if any, 
in trade, for the people of the 
hills were very poor. They were 
small farmers whose main crop 
was herbs and roots; ginseng, 
golden seal and snake root and 
others, that they gathered, washed 
and dried and brought to the store 
in a gunny sack flung across a 
horse’s back. At the store there 
‘was barter for the corn meal] that 
was needed for the family of 10 
or 12 back at the cabin and rarely 
was there money to pay the doc- 
tor, They paid him, though, in 
their own way, with vegetables 
from their stony gardens or hay 
for his horse or a pig or a calf. 

Once a fawn was his fee, Dr. 
Hyde didn’t know what he would 
do with it but he never refused 
anything that was offered because 
that would have given offense, It 
was brought in by wagon and de- 
livered at the doctor’s office. He 
put it in the back yard and be- 
cause it seemed lonesome hé

place, probably a family heirloom, 
and handed to him. He would 
have protested such extravagance, 
but they told him they had been 
saving it for that purpose, so he 
took it and gravely thanked them, 


One thing that has bothered 
this country doctor is why people 
always, or nearly always, wait 
until night to call the doctor. 
Perhaps it ig because where 
there is light, there is hope and 
darkness brings a sort o*% terror. 
Whatever the reason, it was 
nearly always in the middle of 
night that a horseman came clop- 
clopping through the silent street 
of the village, pounding on the 
doctor's door and calling to him 
to come as quickly as he could,

Observe that as the cards lay, 
and as they figured to lie, the 
heart shift by West at an early 
stage would not jeopardize South's 
contract.

The diamond 
finesse that South eventually took 
was a fifty per cent chance, 
whereas there was not that much 
danger in the heart suit.

added, and the whole topped off 
with grated cheese and sliced 
white bread. In the more north- 
ern countries, Austria, Germany, 
etc., they eat black bread (sour- 
dough) and fewer vegetables. In 
Europe they gather peppermint 
leaves, chamomile, caraway seeds 
etc., and brew teas. I got in the 
habit of drinking peppermint tea, 
which always straightens out my 
stomach.

The “black bread” of Europe is 
more nutritious than our bleach- 
ed white bread..The black bread 
contains most of the vitamins 
and minerals of the grain, where- 
as the dainty insipid white bread 
of America contains virtually none 
of the vitally essential minerals 
and vitamins of the wheat. But 
that’s the way we have been per- 
suaded to like it, good nutrition or 
malnutrition. 

If you are credulous enough to 

believe that the nutritional essen- 
tials removed from wheat in the 
refining to produce white flour are 
restored to the flour by adding 
synthetic vitamins you shouldn't 
be allowed to go around without a 
guardian, “Enriched” white flour 
is a shameful compromise with 
whole wheat flour — shameful, I 
should think, to every nutrition 
authority or medical authority 
who had a hand in putting it over 
on the gullible American public.

Wi: have recently been asked 
is there a safe way to cut 
down cake recipes to the size 
where the family can consume it 
the first meal? It is more diffi- 
cult to make a one layer butter 
cake than a two, or a four-egg 
sponge or angel cake than an 
eight-egg one because it is easy-to 
overmanipulate a little dab of bat- 
ter. Ordinarily, it is better to 
make the regular quantity and 
elaborate the cake in two ways. 
One layer of butter cake can be 
cut in half, layed up with one 
kind of filling and topping and 
the other with a very different 
one. A daffodil cake can be cut 
in half, spread thickly with 
whipped cream and showered with 
grated fresh cocoanut. The other 
can be split and filled and spread 
all over with lemon jelly filling. 
With this treatment, it should be 
irresistable to the average cake- 
eater, 


Daffodil Cake. 

One cup cake flour, one one- 
half cups granulated sugar, one 
cup egg whites (eight-ten) at 
room temperature, one-half tea- 
spoon salt, one teaspoon cream of 
tartar, one-half teaspoon vanilla, 
four egg yolks, one-half teaspoon 
orange extract. 

Sift flour, measure and resift 
6 times with three-fourths cup of 
the sugar. Turn egg whites into 
a large mixing bow! and beat with 
a wire whip until frothy; then 
sift salt and cream of tartar over 
them and continue beating until 
just stiff enough to hold their 
peaks, but not until dry. Fold in 
remaining three-fourths cup sugar 
with the egg whip, adding about 
two tablespoons at at time. Now 
add the flour-sugar mixture in the 
same manner, cutting and folding 
while rotating the bowl slowly. 
When flour has all disappeared, 
continue cutting and folding one 
minute longer. Divide mixture 
gently into two equal parts. Fold 
vanilla into one portion, and into 
the other fold the egg yolks which 
have been beaten with the orange 
extract until very thick and light- 
|} colored. Now dip the two batters 
into a nine-inch ungreased tube 
cake pan alternating a spoonful of 
the white batter with a speonful 
of the yellow until it is all used. 
Bake in a slow oven (275 degrees 
F.) for 30 minutes, then in a mod- 
erately slow oven (325 degrees F.) 
for 50 minutes. Invert pan so it 
stands on tube and does not rest 
on cake and allow to cool thor- 
oughly. Loosen sides and around 
tube with a sharp knife and re- 
move cake from pan. Ten serv- 
ings.
